Washington.—0Officinal Washington
secmed (o approve the actlon of J. P,
Morgan & Co., In resigning from nums
erous corporation directorntes, but it
wis not belleved that it would prevent
an attempt In congress at the present
sesslon to ennct leglslation to prohiblt
Interlocking directorates .

There was a general Impression ‘:nl
while the actlon was a step In the
right direction, it did not signaJize the
breakup of the so-called money trust

Lawyers who followed the money
trust investigation by the house com-
mittee pointed out that while Morgan
& Co, had given up directorships In
severnl lnrge banks and trust com-
panies the connections severed for the
most part were with rallronds, So far
ne these officials could see from the
Information at hand, the relations be-
twoeen some of the blig flnancial Instls
tutions In New York have not been
broken, although this might follow,

Representative Lindbergh, of Min-
nesotn, of a bill to prohibit
interlocking directorntes, sald:
